My Lords and Gentlemen, 


IS Majeſty has Commanded Me to 
Acquaint You, That it is to His great 
Satisfaction, Your preſent Meeting in 
Parliament is in a Time of Publick 
Peace and Tranquility, and after the 
> entire Suppreſſion of the late Unnatu- 

ral Rebellion, which Your ſeaſonable 

Loyalty and Zeal, not only kept out 

-Þ of this Kingdom, but Contributed 

NSD SSN likewiſe to Extingnith in roat-Brivain, 
as the Mileries this Nation hath heretofore Experienced from 

a Popiſh Government, could not but Animate You to Diſtin- 
guiſh Your Selves on that Occaſion ; You ny be aſſured, 

That His Majeſty will make ſuitable Returns to ſuch Inſtances 
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of Your Duty and Affection, by Supporting and Maintaining 


You in the full and free Enjoyment of all Your Religious and 


Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, . 
Your Vigorous Reſolutions added to Your Vote of Credit in 
the late Critical Juncture were ſo acceptable to His Majeſty, 
that though he has by His Act of Grace Pardoned thoſe who 
were Engag d in the lato Rebellion, He will always remember 
the Loyal and AﬀeRionate Endeavours of ſuch who were ſo 
Active to Defeat it. 8 

You muſt be Senſible, That the Charge occaſion'd by thoſe 
Diſturbances has conſiderably Augmented the National Debt, 

which has chiefly incurred ſince that Time; an exact and juſt 
Account of which, andeof what it conſiſts, thall be laid before 
ou : And I am to acquaint you, That His Majeſty to prevent 
2 Encreaſe, has given Orders for ſuch Reductions in the 
Military Liſt as He thinks may be conſiſtent with your preſent 
Security, and has put the New Eſtabliſhment into ſuch a Form, 
as will ſhew you the real Number of effective Men you have to 
depend on, His Majeſty has likewiſe thought fit to _— = 
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Civil Liſt on tlie Head. of Penſions, and has Directed ſuch 
Rules to be Obſerved as may Annually abate the Ex pence upon 
them; but as the Yearly Charge of the Eſtabliſhment exceeds 
the Annual Produce of the Revenue, His Majeſty doubts not 
to have ſuch Aids, and Supplies Granted Him as will Support the 
Eſtabliſhment and Diſcharge the Debt: And that you will agree 
on the Means of doing it With the ſame Unanimity, as you 
did when it was neceſſary to Contract it.

I think My Self obliged to take Notice to You, of His Ma- 
jeſties great Goodnels, in naving lately paſſed an Act in the 
Parliament of Great Britain for the Encouragement of the 
Linnen Manufacture in this Kingdom: And am Commanded 
by His Majeſty, to recomend to You in 4 very particular 
Manner, Unanimity and Agreement amongſt Your Selves in 
all Your Proceedings, which His Majeſty conceives muſt be 
of the utmoſt Importance to His Service and Your own Security, . 
in a Country were there is ſo great a Diſproportion between 
the Friends and Enemies of our Religion, Laws, and Liberties, 
I cannot Conclude, without Expreſſing the Satisfaction 7 
have in His Majeſty's ſeriding Me again toa Kingdom, where 
had formerly the Honour to Serve the late King William of Glo- 
rious Memory, as One of the Lords Juſtices, and where l then 
received ſo many Inſtances of Your good Will towards Me: I 
ſhall Endeavour (till to preſerve Your Aﬀedtiqns,, by Repreſen- 
ting Your Actions in a qu andre ight to His Majeſty, and 
by doing every thing in My Power that may Conduce to uw
